ort George, March 29.—Great ac- 
tivity is evidenced here in extensive 
preparations for making Fort George 
the largest railway construction camp 
known in British Columbia, the centre 
of mammoth development enterprise. 
Within a month approximately 8,000 
men will be working under the super- 
vision of headquarters established 
here; busy completing the links of the 
Grand Trunk Pacifie Railroad, the 
steel of which is now less than 80 miles 
away. 

Five hundred scows are under con- 
struction between here and Tete Juane 
Cache for distribution of railway 
equipment, and thirteen gigantic steam 
shovel plants are being dismantled for 
shipment hy water down the Fraser 
river to points where they will be util- 
ized in the vigorous effort being made 
to complete rail construction into Fort 
George by the latter part of August. 

Five hundred tons of supplies are being 
forwarded each Week for the workmen 
whose activities will be girected from the 
new headquarters which Messrs. Foley, 
Welch & Stewart and associated contractors 
are now establishing on the former Indtan 
reserve adjoining the townsite on the east. 

Thé contract for clearing the reserve has 
just been Jet to Mesers. Foley, Welch & 
Stewart, and preparations for this work are 
being made fimutancousiy with the erec- 
tion of the new headquarters, pay offices, 
and supply bases for the contractors, To 
handle at Fort George the pay-roll, esti- 
mated to exceed $25,000 a day, additional 
banking facilities will be neces@ary and part

ed on the west bank of the Fraser,

the southerly and slightly casterty 
course which it follows from Gis- 
combe Portage to Yale. The right 
dank, which was the east bank at the 
Cache, is the west bank at Fort 
George, The Nechaco comes from 
the west and enters the Fraser by a 
Gelta. It is not nearly as large as the 
Fraser, but is navigabie for about 
sixty miles from its mouth, and it is 
said that it can be made navigable to 
Fraser Lake, about one hundred 
miles west of Fort George. The 
Hudson's Bay Company have about a 
quarter section of land, upon which 
their post is situated, fronting on the 
Fraser for about a half mile. Im- 
mediately adjoining the Hudson's Bay 
Company's buildings are the land of- 
fice and administration buildings of 
the provincial government. These 
fuildings are on the Hudson's» Bay 
Company's property, but are close to 
the line of the Indian reserve pur- 
chased as a townsite by the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway Company. The 
houses of the Indihn settlement ex- 
tend northward along the bank of 
the river from the line of the Hud- 
Bon'’s Bay property. The railway 
crosees the Fraser on to the reserve 
near the northern side of the Fraser 
river frontage of the property and 
extends diagonally across it to the 
bank of the Nechaco, which it 
Teaches at about the northwest cor- 
ner of the reserve and then follows 
westerly not far above the river level. 
The Indian reserve constitutes the 
Grand Trunk Pacific townsite. The 
area is a little over 1,300 acres, or 
More than two square miles, It is 
roughly square, about a mile and a 
half on each of its sides; bounded by 
the Fraser on the east, the Nechaco 
on the north, the registered townsite 
of Fort George on the west, and the 
Hudson's Bay Company's property 
and some subdivided areas on the 
south. Immediately south of the 
Hudson's Bay Company's property, 
and occupying a triangular area of 
about a quarter section, having its 
largest front on the Fraser, is the 
townsite of South Fort George. 


The Town As It Is. 

At present the vistble and active 
town which the outsider knows as 
Fort George congists of South Fort 
George and Fort George, connected 
by a trail about three mifes long 
across the Grand Trunk Pacific town- 
site, which at the moment shows 
no evidence of city jife, as the 
lots have not yet been put on the 
market and no buildings have been 
erected, except those of the Indians, 
which are being abandoned and will 
be pulled down, and the headquarters 
oflices and warehouses of the contrac- 
tors, Foley, Welch and Stewart. The 
woods have been-cteared away, and 
judging by plans that have been issued 
every advantage has been taken of the 
physical features to make an attrac- 
tive and conveniently planned city. 
But to date that is all there is, and all 
there can be until the railway com- 
pany decides to sell. For the present 
Fort George and South Fort George 
have the popniation ~ about 1,500 
equally divided between the.two towns. 
South ort George has the B. Cc, Ex- 
press Co.'s office and steamboat land- 
ing, a saw mill, two hotels, five gen- 
eral stores, a newspaper, numberless 
restaurants and bunk houses, and all 
the lesser commercial enterprises that 
make up a town. Although the H. 
B. stores and provincial government 
offices are not on the South Fort 
George townsite they are so close to 
it that they constitute 4n ‘identical 
pusiness interest. Two steamers, the 
Chilcoten and the Quesnelle, run in 
connection with the lumber industry. 
South Fort George is the landing place 
for the scows coming down the Fra- 
ser from the Cache. 

Fort George has the advantage of 
the close proximity of the headquar- 
ters, offices, residences, warehouses 
and pay department of Foley, Welch 
& Stewart, which directs and controls 
the railway construction both east and 
west; there is a saw mill, and the 
steamer R. C. Hammond plying on 
the Nechaco; a good hotel, several 
general stores, a weekly newspaper, 
the Tribune, and the usual proportion 
of enterprise ofa 1) kinds, which makes 
up atewn. The B, C. Express Co.'s 
steamers land freight and passengers

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Situation In Mexico Resembles 


Outlook Which Preceded The 
War of Spain And America 


British Newspaper Thinks President Wilson by Following Pacific 
Methods Is Likely to Reach Difficulty He Wishes to Avoid— 
Advises Promptitude and Force 


London, Aug. 12—-The Morning Post 
finds a paraliel between the situation 
which preceded the Spanish American 
war and the present situation. It 
gays that if President Wilson thinks 
with pacificists that good words and 
patience will solve the problem he 
will drift into the storm he wishes to 
avoid, but that if he sees that noth- 
ing short of a strong government in 
Mexico will make the maintenance of 
Peace possible, he will decide cither 
to be the friendly party in Mexico 
and offer the best prospect of efficien- 
cy or that he be ready to intervene 
with such promptitude and such force 
as mey insure the result at which he 
alms. The Post adde that it is to be 
hoped Mr. Wilson is not an adherent 
of the doctrines of pacification. 


A Curious Experiment. 


London, Aug. 12—The Daily Chron- 
icle in an editorial today says it con- 
siders that President Wilson's de- 
mand that President Huerta renounce 
the presidency of Mexico a curious ex- 
periment in foreign diplomacy and one 
scarcely likely to be carried through 
easily. 

“A peculiar race like the Mexicans 
and the president with a fairly strong 
“packing,” the editorial says, ‘are very 
unlikely to surrender, and we doubt if 
the U. 8. can really care to face the 
stupendous task of reducing Mexico by 
force of arms. Mr, Wilson's demand 
for a general election almost borders 
on the ludicrous because there is no 
such thing in Mexico as an election by 
ballot as the ballot is understood in 
great democratic countries." 


Mexico Must Have Money. 

Arguing that it is impossibie for 
Mexio to ovtaing money until the 
United States recognizes Huerta and 
that without money the country is 
bound to drift into anarchy, the 
Chronicle considers that the best and 
safest course would be to recognize 
Huerta and give his government an 


opportunity to redeem its pledges of 
progress. If he failed, then it adds, 
the time will have to come for 


stronger action. 

The Daily Mail considers that with 
the awful welter of war and barbarism 
just patched up at Bucharest the Am- 
erican statesman has every reason to 
cling to diplomacy as long as possible 
before resorting to force and that 
if President Huerta is wise he wili 
treat John Lind courteously because 
the attitude of Washington will be 
largely determined by Mr. Lind’s re- 
port. The United States cannot look 
on unmoved, for an indefinite period, 
continues the Daily Matl, while a dic- 
tator is disarming or destroying his

ONLY PARTIAL SUCCESS 


Leaders Endeavoring to Organize Na- 
tional Strike Find Task is More 
Difficult Than They Expected — 
Police are Called Blood-Thirty 
Cowards.

Milan, Aug. 12—The eighth day of 
the general strike In Milan was spent 
by the leaders in the agitation chiefly 
in organizing a national general strike 
which was proclaimed in a manifesto 
vesterday. They found their task 
more dificult than they expected, 
however, as important sections of the 
workmen are opposed to it on the 
ground that it would be dispropor- 
tionate to the objects sought by the 
local workmen. 

Even in Milan some of the strikers 
upable to get along without their 
wages or discouraged at the outlook 
for the strike, returned to the fac- 
tories yesterday. ‘These cases caused 
several unnecessary clashes with 
strikers picketing the factories, as the 
proprietors of, the places were not 
prepared to resunie operations, and 
the men willing to work had to be 
turned away. All the striking bakers, 
returned to work yesterday. 

There is a great display of troops 
in Milan and the authorities are 
ehowing energy in repressing attempta 
at disorder, even employing the cus- 
toms guards to this end.
